Mr. Scott, Sr., is n black- 
smith by trade, and is an industrious, hon- 
est mechanic, very well to do in the world. 


Charley, who is now a desperado and 


murderer, is a gunsmith by trade, and fell 
into bad ways by making burglar's tools. 
About 1870 he settled in Keosaqua, Iowa, 
where be worked at his trade and made 
money faster than was consistent with 
honest labor, which f.'ict, together with 
the breaking open of several stores and 
extensive robberies in the town, led peo- 
ple to suspect that he had something to 
do with the burglaries.

December number of the Gulaxy, con- 
tinues bis interesting reminiscences of 
Lincoln's administration, and, in the 
course of them, tells a new and remark- 
able story of the martyr president. 
It 


seems that in the summer of ISUi Mr. 
Lincoln became impressed with 
the 


ii that he was not going to be re- 


elected. 
One day in August of that 


year he handed Mr. Wells a sealed en- 
velope with the request that he would 
write his name across the back. 
The 


secretru-y 
complied, 
noticing, as he 


wrote, that the names of one or two 
other members of the cabinet were al- 
ready on the envelope. . Mr. Lincoln 
offered no explanation of the strange 
request, and the secretary, of course, 
asked for none. Some time after the 
election Jlr. Lincoln produced this seal- 
ed envelope, at a meeting of the cabi- 
net, opened it and read aloud the docu- 
ment which it contained. Under date 
of August 23, 1864, he had written: 
"This morning, as for some days past, 
it seems probable that this administra- 
tion will not be re-elected. Then it 
will be my duty to co-operate with the 
president-elect so as to save the Union 
between the election and inauguration 
as he will have secured his election on 
such grounds that he cannot possibly 
save it afterward."' 


In the writing of this letter, as in 


everything else he did during his presi- 
dential career, Mr. Lincoln was inspired 
by the most unselfish patriotism. 
He 


prepared it during one of the most 
gloomy epochs of the war, at a time 
when 
the rebel armies were being 


strengthed by democratic talk of imme- 
diate armistice, a convention of the 
states to form a new government, imme- 
diate peace on the basis of any conces- 
sions which Jefferson Davis might ex- 
act, and other .suggestions born of in- 
stincts at once cowardly and copper- 
head. 
Wade and Henry Winter Davis 


had published their manifesto against 
the president, the demand for troops 
was greater than the supply, the proc- 
lamation for 500,000 more men had not 
borne the fruits that had been expected, 
and although from the Ohio to the 
Gulf and from the Mississippi to and 
across the Alleghanics, the forces of 
the traitors had been pushed, a general 
feeling of despondence was abroad in 
the North 
Taking counsel of his fears, 


while confronted with this situation, 
Mr, Lincoln decided that he was not to 
be re-elected, and if he was not to be— 
what then? 
Why, then, argued the de- 


voted patriot and sagacious statesman, 
since it is clear t1 U the country can 
not be saved afte; -ny term expires and 
the democracy comes in, I will co-oper- 
crate with the president-elect to save it 
during the Hcf time that remains from 
November to March. 


Mr. Lincoln clearly apprehended what 


his duty would have been in the contin- 
gency from which a merciful Provi- 
dence saved the country. 
His 
brief 


statement of what his policy in defeat 
would be, is at once a unique tribute to 
his pure love of country and to the 
traitorous attitude of the democracy.

Case in Passing Sentence. 


In passing sentence upon Robert L. 


Case, president of the Security Life 
Insurance Company, on conviction of 
perjury, Judge Davis used the follow- 
ing language: 


'•Hubert L. Case, T cannot recall a 


time when I have performed a more 
painful duty than that which devolves 
upon me now. You are an aged man, 
verging upon three score years and ten. 
You have, during your life, borne an 
excellent reputation. 
Men have looked 


up to you, confided in you, trusted you, 
relied upon you for the safety of large 
investments of money; and doubtless 
had at all times unbounded confidence 
in your integrity and honesty. 
You are 


surrounded by an estimable family, upon 
whom this blow must fall with greater 
severity than death itself. 
Yet it be- 


comes my duty to pronounce the sen- 
tence which will have these terrible 
consequences. 
The case is one which 


absolutely requires that the sentence of 
the law shall bo imposed, which shall 
operate as a warning and as an example. 
You were at the head of an institution 
organized for the purpose of life insur- 
ance, holdingjjitsclf out to the commu- 
nity as possessed of securities which 
rendered it safe for men who sought to 
lay up something for their families 
which might be enjoyed after their 
death, 
I can conceive of no trust more 


sacred, 
And yet, clothed with all that 


power, burdened with all that duty, we 
find you, as the president of that insti- 
tution, charged and convicted of the 
crime of perjury, in holding out, for the 
purpose of alluring to their loss those 
who confided in that institution, false 
lights to obtain the animal price which 
they Were paying for what they suppos- 
ed to be certain protection. 
Your com- 


pany had 9,349 outstanding policies.— 
[ts totol income for 1875, as appears 
from reports, reached $1,230,734.21); its 
total assets were reported to be $3,737,- 
370.49. With such an aggregate of 
assets men might well confide in the 
soundness of such an institution, That 
it was your duty truly to state these 
assets cannot admit of question. How 
was that duty performed in making up 
these assets?

you had on hand on the 31st of Decem- 
ber, iti money, $32,813.11, that you had 
in cash deposited in bank $172,890.67. 
What truth was there in these asser- 
tions'? The proof shows that instead of 
having on that date $205,000 ready to 
meet calls for losses, you had less than 
$1,000. 
Your report also states that 


your assets in real eutate amounted to 
$350.000. 
This was a monstrous false- 


hood, for the palpable purpose of de- 
ceiving. I go no further in looking in- 
to this report, though 1 have been as- 
sured that various other items are al- 
most equally untrue. 
And so, upon 


testimony which has not been contra- 
dicted, this great sum of nearly $500,- 
000, which was set forth to the world 
as security for those who were investing 
their premiums, vanishes when its false- 
hood is developed by proof, and the only 
excuse offered is that you were possibly 
ignorant of the real state of the case, 
and were deceived by your subordinates 
That excuse may be accepted by a high-' 
er than earthly tribunal, but in the 
administration of justice it is necessary 
that such excuse be not accepted. 
It 


was your plain duty to know; it was a 
violation of your duty to be ignorant; 
and if you have suffered yourself to be 
ignorantly duped, the 
consequences 


must fall upon you. The protection 
due to the public must be respected, 
and 
officers 
holding such important 


trusts must be held to their duty, or all 
confidence in human integrity must be 
abandoned. 
There were no laws, no 


j'.ibtice, no duty, if public officers bold- 
ing such a position of trust as yours arc 
to be permitted to make oaths to the 
truth of such statements as this report 
contained, and then fall -back upon the 
pitiful plea of ignorance of the facts 
which duty and the law required them 
to know 
But your defense in this 


case was that the oath attesting this 
report was never in fact taken. It is 
possible tJiat this is true. 
The develop- 


ment of that truth would show a terri- 
ble condition of things in respect to 
these corporations. 
Who can have any 


confidence if it were true that, instead 
of the real oaths required by lav/, mere 
simulated oaths are deposited with the 
public authorities? Corporation*, when 
charged with fakuhood by the apparent 
oath thus filed, can fall back upon the 
claim that the oath was never really 
sworn to. but was substantially a for- 
gery, and, though made, signed and filed 
by him, it had only a semblance of real- 
ity. 
If officers can fall back upon such 


a defense, it is not surprising that juries 
should disregard and discard it. 
Under 


these circumstances I am called upon 
to pronounce the sentence. 
I must 


take into consideration your age. If 
you were a man in the middle of life; if 
you were not so near the termination of 
a long life, I should feel it my duty to 
impose on you the heaviest sentence 
that the law allows. 
Life insurance is 


a matter of great importance. 
It is 


something which, when well managed, 
is of vast value to the public. We 
have institutions of 
this 
character 


which stand foremost of those of like 
character in the world: but the conduct 
of officers of institutions like yours has 
shaken confidence in the integrity of in- 
stitutions where men should have confi- 
dence. Under such circumstances I 
must impose on you a severe sentence, 
although not the heaviest the law per- 
mits. 
The sentence of the court is 


that yon be confined in state's prison 
a't'hard labor for the period of five 
years." 


When the last words of the sentence 


were spoken, it seemed as if the white- 
beaded prisoner'would have fallen, had 
lie not been supported bv the arm of hi 
1* 


daughter. 
His wife and the young girl 


at his side both shed bitter tears.

Case was taken back to his cell in the 
Tombs, whence he will be remou'd tu 
the penitentiary in a few days. 


CURLNUMEATS. 


Correspondence. Boston,I cmrnnl. 


I have been requested to publish :i 


recipe which I gave in these columns a 
few years ago for curing beef and hams 
for family use. To each one hundred 
pounds of beef make a pickle from eight 
pounds of salt, four pounds of sugar, 
one-half ounce of saltpetre and one 
ounce of saloratus; to which add four 
gallons of water, or enough to cover the 
Beef when packed snugly in the barrel. 
Boil the pickle and skim it. then allow 
it to cool until about blood-warm, or 
oven cooler, before pouring it over the 
beef. 
This should keep the beef sweet 


ill summer without getting too salt or 
too tough to be good, but if there arc- 
any indications of its growing stale at 
any time, take the beef out and wash it, 
scald the brine and skim it. and add one 
or two pounds of bait, then pack it 
again. 
Some may wish for a little mom 


saltpetre, but if putting it down for my 
own use solely I should prefer to leave 
the saltpetre out and add a little more 
salcratus, rather than add any more 
saltpetre. If making the pickle lor hjmis- 
I should prefer to use a pint ofuii>!tihse»> 
instead of the sugar. 
Let any one once 


try beef or ham cured in this way and 
they will be sorry to ever have to return 
to the old-fashioned way of curing; by 
the use-of salt alone, which makes thc- 
bostof bccfin a few months seem liko a 
well-salted leather apron, and n.afcps the 
ham, 
when boiled, look as if it was 


'•sugar-coated''instead of "sugar-cured1.'

At the meeting of the board of health 


last evening, Health Officer Lindsey, in 
accordance with the suggestions of the 
board at a previous meeting, submitted 
the following paper. 
It will be printed 


in pamphlet form for general circula- 
tion: 


"Diphtheria is both a contagious and 


an infectious disease; it is, moreover, 
preeminently one of the class of filth 
diseases — that is, it occurs most fre- 
quently and in the most malignant and 
fatal form where dampness and dirt do 
most prevail. 
The means of protection, 


therefore, obviously lie in avoidance of 
exposure to its presence and in the most 
scrupulous attention to cleanliness. Ab- 
solute isolation of the sick, the most 
rigid purity of surroundings, aided by 
disinfection when required, would prob- 
ibly exterminate tho disease. The vet- 
eran sanitarian, Dr. E. M. Snow, of 
J'ro', idence, says that where there is 
abundant sunlight, dryness, cleanliness 
and pure uir diphtheria cannot prevail. 
The same conditions will protect almost 
as effectually from other dangerous dis- 
eases. 
Such being the truth, neither 


individuals nor communities can afford 
to ignore the fact that they are in a great 
degree responsible for their own health. 


"When a case occurs in any family, 


the sick person should be placed in a 
room apart from the other inmates of 
the house, and should be nursed as far 
as possible by one person only. The sick 
chamber should be well warmed, well 
aired and exposed to sunlight; its furni- 
ture should be such as can be cleansed 
without injury, and all superfluous 
things, and window and table drapery, 
woolen carpets, and the like should be 
removed. 
The family should not min- 


gle with other people. 
Visitors should 


be warned of the presence of a conta- 
gious disease, and children should not 
be admitted to the hfjuse. 


"All clothing removed from the pa- 


tient should be at once placed in boil- 
ing water; instead of handkerchiefs, soft 
pieces of linen or cotton cloth should be 
used and immediately burned. Disin- 
fectants should be placed in all the ves- 
sels which receive the expectoration or 
other discharges from the patient. Dis- 
infectants should also be freely used in 
the sick room. Those which destroy 
bad oilor without causing others are 
best, such as solutions of 'nitrate oflcad 
and chloride of zinc. 


"The sick person should not mingle 


with others until fully recovered, and 
in cases of scarlet fever until all rough- 
ness of the hkin, due to the disease, has 
disappeared, because tho exfoliated skin 
is especially infectious. 


"The disinfection of the .sick room 


should be thorough. 
The walls should 


be dry-rubbed and the cloths used 
burned without shaking, the ceiling 
should be scraped 
and lime washed" 


The floor and woodwork should be 
washed with soap and water. The cloth- 
ing or bedding used by the patient or 
nurse should be purified by boiling for 
at least one hour, and .should always be 
cleaned by themselves, and under no 
circumstances should they be sent to a 
laundry. In case of death, the body 
should bo placed as early as practicable 
in the coffin, with disinfectants, and the 
coffin tightly closed. 


"Children certainly, and in most cases 


adults, should not attend a funeral from 
a house in^which death from diphtheria 
or^scarlet fever has occurred. But with 
suitable precautions it is not necessary 
that the burial should bo strictlv private, 
provided that the corpse be not in any- 
way exposed. 


'•Because children are especially liable 


to take and spread these diseases, and 
because schools afford a free opportunity 
for this, every child from any family in 
which a case of either of these diseases 
has occurred should be excluded from 
school, and be readmitted not sooner 
than one month from the beginning of 
the disease, except upon the certificate 
of some competent physician that it 
will b« safe. 


"All the above precautions concern 


the dangers of contagion. 
But the con- 


tinued prevalence of these diseases in 
any community is probable evidence of 
insanitary surroundings and of sources 
of sickness partially or wholly prevent- 
able. 
The most exemplary housewife, 


whose home is the very model of neat- 
ness and order, may have all her efforts 
defeated in a sanitary sense by a defec- 
tive sink-trap, or a leaky drain-pipe, or 
an overwhelming cesspool, or an un- 
drained cellar, or even by a heap of de- 
caying garbage in her neighbor's yard. 


"Therefore, look well to the surround- 


ings. Abolish filth, remove dampness 
and all sources of foul air, 
especially 


from living and sleeping rooms. 
Disin- 


fect thoroughly all suspected places in 
yards and neglected corners. 


-The following disinfectant is both 


very cheap and efficient: pake of cop- 
peras (sulphate of iron) five pounds and 
dissolve in three gallons of water."

After a good dkal of inquiry \ve 
have learned gome factsuad heard a varie- 
ty of reports, which -we giwe for the infor- 
mation of the public. It should b* tot 
stated thai Falconer was the agea* of 
Bond & Alllm-dice, of ludiaiiapolis, dealers- 
in hides, tallow, etc. His operations were 
quite large, sind that he stoo* high in Sue- 
regard of hij-smploycrs, is prsven by the, 
fact that they garo him practically a curt* 
blHfoe.he in the wtf of making drafts oit 
the house. He-did much of his buying 
l*y means of corthled checks upon tho 
bank of Knckev.,Hammer & Co., giving to 
the bank drafts upon the house of Bond 
& Allerdicc lo cover the checks. By an 
arrangement with, the bank those drafts 
were not to be seat on ior collection until 
the certified check* were presented for 
payment. 
When the bank of Uucker, 


llaianier & Co. suspended, on Friday of 
last week, it held of, these drafts $S,700, 
for which their eeilHiod checks were out. 
The. clay before 
Uio suspension of the 


bank. $1,000 of these certified checks were 
received by the Dccatur National Bank, 
and presented at the counter of Itucker, 
Hammer i Co, for payment. They had 
been cashed, it seems, by DIM.' of the Lin- 
coln banks, and seat, in the course of 
exchange, to Chicago. When the Lincoln 
banker learned of the suspension of the 
Third National Bank el. Chicago, which 
was the correspondent of Hucker, Ham- 
mer & Co., ho tch'grunhcd to the latter 
not to pay the $4,000, oil account of the 
suspension of the Third, Accordingly, 
when 
the 
Decatur 
National pre- 


sented 
the 
certified 
checks 
to 


Rucker, Hammer 
& Co., payment was 


refused. 
Falconer learned of this, and 


going to the bank ho told Mr. Odor (one 
of the firm) that he would go over to Lin- 
coln and pay the banker there the amount 
of the certified checks, lie said he had 
some $1500 in his posscv.4on which, with 
the amount he had on deposit with K., II. 
& Co., would be enough to pay oil the 
Lincoln bank, lie checked out the $2500 
he had on deposit, but did nut go to Lin- 
coln, that day, as he was in town the next 
morning when the bank s'Ji'pcnded. He 
left at noon of that day, and .has not been 
here since. 


The above are the facts so far as we 


have been able to obtain them. It is re- 
ported now, and generally believed, that 
Falconer realized on all the checks certi- 
fied by Rucker, Hammer & 60-, and it is 
understood that they are held by the two 
banks in Lincoln—one holding ,$6500 and 
the other $2200. It is also, said that he 
drew some $8000 through, a Springfield 
bank, on the day he left. There are all 
sorts of rumors afloat, in addition to those 
we have given, but they are not well 
enough authenticated to be repeated.— 
Where Falconer has gone to, whether he 
will ever return, the legal aspect of his 
operations, the intentions icf Bond & All- 
erclicc with reference to the drafts made 
upon them—all these are mutters of spec- 
ulation and discussion, and,all belong to 
that class of conundrums which, for the 
present, in the language of Dundreary, 
"no fellah can find out."
